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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

Applicant argues that the 1 12 new matter rejection is inappropriate because original claim 4 and sections of the specification disclose the 
claimed limitation. The examiner disagrees. The original claims recite "loss of a safety-relevant function", but the amended claims recite 
specifically "loss of a speed-regulating function". But the original disclosure did not disclose "loss of a speed-regulating function" as 
cunrently recited in the claims. This is new matter. Therefore the 1 12 1®* is maintained. 

Some of the 112 2"^ rejections have been overcome by this amendment except for the rejection drawn to "a loss of a speed regulating 
function". The specification does not recite "loss of a speed regulating function". A loss could mean that the function is not functioning 
anymore e.g. brakes fail, an air bag has deployed, a seat belt does not function, etc as known in the art. The limitation "loss of a speed 
regualting function" as claimed is not explained in such a manner to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter. 

Applicant further argues that the 102 rejection is misplaced because the prior art does not disclose the limitations to be "arranged exactly 
as in the claim". The examiner respectfully disagrees. The claim limitations call for "comprise" which is necessarily broad enough to be 
anticipated by the prior art. Applicant's claims do not call for -consist-. 

Applicant has amended the claims such as "configured to" constitutes a change in scope of the previously examined claims. 
The newly raised arguments and amendments require further consideration and search.
